police Chief Leroy Hubbard said 
this week, adding that space still 
remains available for the use of 
“out of town” patrons of the depot. 

The action by the town council 
was taken after a survey showed 
that more than 75 per cent of the 
autos parked at the depot were 
from outside the town. 

“The parking area has space for 
a total of about 400 vehicles—and 
there is no more space available for 
expanding the parking area,” Hub- 
bard explained. 

“So many commuters come here 
from other areas and park their 
cars all day, while they themselves 
go to work, that there are few if 
any parking places left. 
HARDSHIP 

“This works a particular hard- 
ship on Atherton women, some 
with children, who drive to the de- 
pot later in the day to entrain for 
other cities on the Peninsula. Early 
commuters have generally taken all 
the parking space. 

“There is no public transport- 
ation available and these persons, 
like the commuters who arrive 
earlier, have to use their cars.” 
The town council, after receiving 

complaints from Atherton residents, 
has set aside the restricted area, 
which will accommodate about 125 
autos. The majority of the parking 
spece remains “open.” 

The ordinance providing fcr the 
restriction and for the issuance of 
the stickers necessary for its en- 
forcement is now in effect, and 
work on signs designating the lim- 
its of the drea is now being com- 
pleted. Hubbard said.
